THE VIRGINIUS, 


Full Particulars of the Chase and 
Capture. 


NEw York, Noy. 13.—A Havana 
letter, under date of the 8th, gives the 
following particulars of the capture 
of the Virginius: ‘‘The Virginius, 
shortly after the departure of the 
French steamer for Santi de Cuba, 
left Jamaica on the 24th uit. It was 
(le intention of the expeditionists on 
ioard to sail direct for Cuba, but a 
slight damage to the machinery 
co to enter the port of Hay- 
ti. ‘This they left, touching at Port 
iu Prince Hayti, and another port of 
ihe same island, until the 30th, upon 
which day they concluded to sail for 
Cuba and attemptalanding. On this 
day the Spanish Consul at Kingston 
advised the Governor at Santiago de 
Cuba that the. Virginius was in the 
vicinity of Morvant Bay, Jamaica. 
As it happened, the Spanish man-of- 
war, Tornado, had that morning ar- 
rived at Santiago de Cuba, and Roe. 
urriel immediately communicated 
to her commander, Castilla, his infor- 
mation, which caused her to leave 
four hours afterwards, On the follow- 
ing day, 31st, the Tornadoletout under 
full sail and but a little steam on, as 
some slight repairs were being made 
‘o her machinery, come in sight of 
the Virginius, which was probably 
supposed by the Tornado to be a saiil- 
ing vessel as her canvass was not 
changed. On the Tornado every ef- 
fort was made to hasten the repairs 
they ~were engaged in, and at two 
o'clock the Chief Engineer pro- 
nounced them comple All the 
steam ible was immediately got 
up, an the vessel headed for the 
Virginius, soon reaching a speed of 
tourteen knots, and slowly gaining 
upon her. The Virginius had in the 
meantime Kept on her course, but 
divining the hostile intentions of the 
Tornado, changed it towards Jamaica, 
and being out of coal, commenced 
burning petroleum, grease fat and 
other combustables m provisions 
on board, suth as hams, ete. Night 
closed in and the vessels were in the 
sume relative positions, the Tornado, 
however, gaining upon her prey. 
The bright tight of the full moon Kept 
the Virginius in plain sight, and her 
two masts and dense clouds of smoke 
on account of the nature of her fuel, 
were clearly visible to the slowly 
gaining Tornado. ,F urther to facilitate 
their flight they threw overboard 
horses, cannon and in many cases 
arms and ammunition, afterwards 
stated to be 20,000 Remingtons, a 
mitrailleuse, seven horses and a quan- 
tity of powder and small arms. As 
soon as they got within gunshot, the 
‘Tornado fired a cun foliowed by three 
other shots and shell. This brought 
the Virginius to and twoarmed boats 
from the Tornado came along side 
and took possession of the vessel and 
made prisoners of all on board. At 
the time of the capture the Virginius 
was flying the American fiag, but this 
\ as pulled down by ihe Spanish offi- 
cerand the Spanth ensign hoisted 
in its place, alileugh the papers of 
the vessel duiyv cispatched for Colan 
were handed to him, the vessel at the 
time was in British waters and with- 
ina league, as I am_ positively as- 

urred, of the coast of Jamaica. On 
ais point all accounts differ; one 
vives the capture as having been 
etfected twenty miles from Jamaica 
and the official account states twelve 
miles. The Dioriostates at twenty- 
lullics. ‘Phe jouruais of Santi- 
avo de Cuba eight miles and 20 miles, 
and the version of the Voz de Cuba, 
twelve miles. The Commander of 
the Tornado publicly stated in San- 
tiago de Cuba that an hour later the 
Virginius could have saved herself 
by entering some port of Jamaica. 

After capture, the next two hours 
were employed in transferring some 
of the prisoners to the Tornado and 
putting the prize crew on the Vir- 
vinius. The total number of persons 
on board amounted to one hundred 
and sixty-five, of whom ninety are 
said to be natives of the Island and 
the remainder foreigners. Of these 
huudred sixty-five persons, sixty- 
ihree are thought to form the crew. 
At midnight that night, the two ves- 
sels started for Santiago de Cuba, and 
arrived there the following day at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, having been 
joined by the Spanish steamer Can- 
taher. it 1is fact alone, of 17 hours 
steaming would tend to prove that 
they were a consideradle distance 
from Cuba and very nearly Jamaica, 
as the distance between the Islands 
is not much above one hundred 
miiles. 

The following day, the second, a 
court martial was held on board the 
‘Tornado, ‘which commenced at 9 
and terminated at 4 o0’clock ; all were 
tried as pirates, and the findings of 
the Court and sentences were sent to 
the Captain General and the Admi- 
ral in sealed packages after the Court 
had concluded its last case. All the 
prisoners were fransferré:i to jail. 

Gen. Buriel. said, cooly asked 
that all the prisoners should be turn- 
ed over to him with the exception of 
the Captain and crew, whoshould be 
sent to Havana, at the disposal of 

Commandant General De Morino, 
and declared that within 24 hours 
afterwards all should be tried and ex- 
ecuted in order to avoid any compli- 


cation with the exterior, that is for- |,

Consul desired to forward to the U. 
S. Consulate at Kingston, reporting 
the capture and inquiring as to the 
nationality of the Virginius. All 
this news was received in Havana 
with great rejoicings by the Spanish 
last evening. The Captain General 
received a telegram from Buriel tel- 
ling the fate of the four principal 
prisoners.
